Under  Donald  W.  Prindle’s  direction,  the  Dubuque  Concert  Choir  is  fast  achieving  recogni- 
tion as  one  of  the  outstanding  college  choirs  in  the  Midwest.  The  Choir  presented  inspirational 
sacred  music  for  over  twenty-six  audiences  in  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and  Iowa.  Conducted 
by  Frank  Lejeune,  the  University  Band  presented  a “pops”  concert  on  campus  and  in  surrounding 
communities.  The  band  also  aided  in  boosting  student  spirit  at  athletic  events  and  pep  rallies. 


The  University  Band 
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Campus 
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Serving  as  the  hub  for  all  University  ac- 
tivity is  Steffens  Hall.  A well-known  meet- 
ing place  for  students  is  “under  the  rotunda.” 
From  this  central  point,  students  branch  out 
to  attend  lectures  in  the  various  college  class- 
rooms, to  relax  with  friends  in  the  Jacob 
Conzett  Lounge,  or  to  pursue  their  studies 
in  the  college  library.

Steffens  Hall 
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College  Chapel 


Walking  from  the  rotunda  in  Steffens, 
down  the  side  corridor,  students  enter  a;i 
adjoining  building,  the  College  Chapel.  All 
students  pass  through  these  oak  doors  to  at- 
tend weekly  chapel  services.  Many  use  this 
building  for  daily  meditation.  Music  stu- 
dents find  that  many  hours  are  spent  in  the 
chapel,  where  they  may  practice  the  organ, 
sing  choral  numbers,  and  participate  in  re- 
citals. The  chimes  from  the  chapel  tower 
often  ring  out  across  the  campus  before 
chapel  services  and  vespers,  calling  the  stu- 
dents to  worship. 
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McCormick  Gym 

After  leaving  the  chapel,  by  using  the 
left  passageway  door,  a student  turns  his 
steps  towards  McCormick  Gym,  the  Uni- 
versity physical  education  center.  Students 
linger  on  the  steps  before  entering  the  build- 
ing to  attend  gym  classes  and  to  participate 
in  extra-curricular  athletics.  A favorite  pas- 
time is  splashing  in  the  swimming  pool  down- 
stairs. In  the  winter,  the  gym  opens  its  doors 
to  fans  who  watch  Spartan  cagers  play  on 
the  hard  court  or  wrestlers  tussle  on  the  mat.

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Chalmers  Field 


In  the  fall  and  again  in  the  spring,  both 
athletes  and  fans  follow  McCormick  Street 
to  a huge  white  picket  fence  which  marks 
the  entrance  to  Chalmers  Field.  Cheering 
students  head  for  the  grandstands  where  they 
can  watch  the  football  action  on  the  field 
or  the  track  activity  on  the  cinders.  Between 
football  halves  or  track  events,  the  spectators 
sitting  in  the  stands  may  look  out  over  Chal- 
mers F’ield  to  view  in  the  distance  rolling 
green  hills,  swaying  tree  branches,  and  spa- 
cious bine  skies.

Near  McCormick  Gym  stands  Van 
Vliet  Hall,  housing  the  Theological 
Seminary.  The  Seminary  has  expanded 
with  the  construction  of  a new  library. 
Since  last  fall,  students  have  watched 
the  men  break  the  ground,  raise  the 
steel  girders,  and  finally  lay  the  bricks. 
Now  they  view  the  completed  Semi- 
nary Library.

President  Couchman  heads  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  which  is  appointed  by 
the  University  Board  of  Directors  to 
function  in  the  interim  between  Board 
meetings. 

Since  the  Board  meets  only  biannual- 
ly,  once  in  the  spring  before  Com- 
mencement and  once  in  the  fall,  the 
Executive  Committee  is  charged  by  the 
Board  to  study  and  make  rulings  con- 
cerning any  problems  that  would  natur- 
ally come  to  the  Board. 

Meeting  monthly,  the  Executive 
Committee  examines  the  administrative 
policies  to  see  that  they  follow  the  Uni- 
versity aims  and  objectives  and  also  re- 
views the  monthly  financial  report  of 
the  University. 


During  this  year,  the  Committee  has 
made  important  decisions  concerning  the 
construction  of  the  seminary  library, 
among  them  being  the  selection  of  the 
architect,  the  letting  of  bids,  and  the 
checking  of  the  construction  progress. 

The  Committee  has  also  been  study- 
ing plans  for  the  construction  of  a new 
seminary  dormitory  and  are  now  in  the 
process  of  submitting  plans  and  speci- 
fications to  construction  companies  for 
bids.  It  is  hoped  that  the  contract  for 
the  construction  of  the  dormitory  be  let 
within  the  next  three  weeks  and  that 
the  building  be  ready  for  occupancy 
early  this  fall.

Stellar  performances  by  Tom  McCutcheon 
and  Rice  paced  the  UD  gridders  to  a 20-19  vic- 
tory over  Parsons.  Parsons  leading  6-0,  Mc- 
Cutcheon took  a kickoff  on  his  own  3-yard  line, 
racing  down  the  sidelines  97  yards  for  a tying 
touchdown.  After  Parsons  had  scored  again,  the 
Spartan  captain  led  another  TD  march,  plung- 
ing from  two  yards  out.  Dick  Duty’s  boot  split 
the  uprights  and  Dubucpie  led  13-12.  Rice  broke 
loose  for  a 76-yard  run  to  cross  the  Wildcat’s 
goal  once  more.  Duty’s  conversion  was  again 
true,  providing  the  winning  margin.

Iowa  Wesleyan’s  mighty  legions  fell  13-7  be- 
fore a fired-up  Spartan  team  that  would  not  be 
denied.  A large  delegation  of  UD  students  made 
the  150  mile  trek  to  Mt.  Pleasant,  rooting  die 
Mercermen  on  to  their  third  conference  win. 

Fine  play  by  Hank  Vining,  John  Dotzel, 
Lloyd  Alamsha,  and  Max  Sparger,  members  of 
the  Dubuque  forward  wall,  highlighted  the  game 
as  they  opened  up  holes,  rose  up  to  hold  and 
stifle  Wesleyan’s  attack.  This  was  the  Tigers’ 
initial  loss  in  Iowa  Conference  play  since  1951. 

Fashioning  the  first  of  three  decisive  breaks 
for  themselves,  the  Blue  and  White  defense 
rushed  in  on  a punt,  causing  it  to  travel  only  4 
yards  to  I-W’s  27  stripe.  Everyone  in  the  Spar- 
tan backfield  took  turns  moving  the  ball,  Rathje 
cracking  over  from  the  5.  Duty’s  extra  point 
was  good. 

Recovery  of  a fumble  gave  Dubuque  posses- 
sion on  their  opponents’  29-yard  line.  Rice  and 
Rathje  carried  the  ball  to  the  5 where  Rathje 
put  it  over.  The  kick  was  low.  The  U’s  third 
break  came  when  Werner  Berg  squelched  a 
Tiger  bid  by  intercepting  a pass  on  his  own  5, 
dashing  95  yards  to  score.  The  touchdown  was 
nullified  by  a clipping  penalty,  but  Dubuque  re- 
tained possession  at  mid-field.

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Brushing  up  against  a Simpson  team  inspired 
l)y  Plomecoming,  the  University  eleven  salvaged 
a 13-13  tie  in  the  final  moments.  After  Rice  had 
scored  on  a 35-yard  run  in  the  first  cpiarter, 
Simpson  came  back  with  two  tallies. 

Trailing  13  to  6 with  less  than  6 minutes  left 
to  play,  the  Spartans  put  on  a goal-line  stand 
to  halt  a 70-yard  Simpson  drive  to  the  2,  by  push- 
ing the  Redmen  back  three  yards  before  taking 
over  on  downs  on  the  5.  After  punting,  Du- 
buque recovered  a fumble  on  Simpson’s  40.  A 
series  of  passes  moved  the  ball  to  the  7 where 
McCutcheon  scampered  over.  Duty’s  placement 
tied  the  score  13-aIl  with  only  seconds  remaining. 

Next  the  Blue  and  White  toppled  Central 
13-7  to  extend  Dubuque’s  Homecoming  victory 
streak  to  14.  The  string  covers  the  16  years  that 
Coach  Mercer  has  been  at  the  U.  During  the 
war  years  of  1943  and  1944  there  were  no  Home- 
coming games. 

The  victory  also  avenged  a 22-0  loss  to  Cen- 
tral in  1953  and  caused  the  U to  regain  posses- 
sion of  the  Victory  Bell.  Rathje  put  on  a daz- 
zling offensive  show  for  the  over-capacity  alum- 
packed  crowd.  He  gained  140  yards  rushing  and 
scored  the  first  touchdown  on  a 22-yard  power 
thrust  over  center.

Werner  Berg  dashed  around  end  10  yards  for  the 
second  tally,  and  intercepted  a pass  which  al- 
most went  for  another  TD  as  the  game  ended. 

Armon  Johannsen  had  a fine  passing  record 
against  Central,  completing  4 out  of  5 for  95 
yards.  It  was  his  30-yard  aerial  to  Feuerhelm 
and  20-yard  throw  to  McCutcheon  that  set  up 
Berg’s  winning  score. 

Three  quick  touchdowns  by  Buena  Vista  in 
the  second  quarter  enabled  the  Beavers  to  foil 
the  U’s  title  bid,  winning,  19-6.  Rathje  scored 
the  lone  6 points  from  the  5,  after  carrying  the 
ball  there  on  a 17-yard  pass  from  Dick  Purcell. 

Navy  Pier  squeezed  by  Dubuque  14-13  in 
the  season’s  finale.  Johannsen  passed  to  Har- 
brecht  on  the  5 for  the  first  TD  and  pitched 
out  to  Berg  in  a play  covering  34  yards  for  the 
other. 

Of  the  21  letters  awarded,  9 went  to  seniors, 
Charles  Papa,  Marvin  O’Hare,  Don  Hunter, 
Leonard  Rust,  McCutcheon,  Berthold,  Berg, 
Vining,  and  Purcell;  3 to  juniors,  Alamsha,  Spar- 
ger, and  Feuerhelm;  4 to  sophomores,  Ray  Har- 
brecht.  Duty,  Johannsen,  and  Dotzel;  and  4 to 
freshmen,  Wayne  Steensen,  Ray  Spielman,  Roger 
Hedrick,  and  Rathje.

Will  Schasker  tip  it  in? 
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Finish  Season  With  .500 


In  Tony  Schavone’s  first  year  as  cage  men- 
tor, the  University  Courtmen  won  twelve  and 
lost  ten.  They  finished  in  fourth  place  in  the 
Iowa  Conference  with  eight  wins,  eight  losses, 
making  .500  percent.  Oddly  enough,  the  rec- 
ord for  the  first  half  of  the  season  was  almost 
exactly  opposite  the  second.  Getting  off  to  a 
fast  start,  Dubuque  won  eight  of  its  initial 
eleven  games  and  were  in  the  thick  of  the 
conference  race.  However,  the  rest  of  the 
way  the  Spartans  dropped  seven  out  of 
eleven,  mostly  on  the  road. 

After  tripping  a tough  Coe  team  46-45  in 
the  curtain  raiser,  the  UD  hoopsters  flat- 
tened a weak  Platteville  Tech  club  74  to  52 
for  the  home  opener. 

In  an  overtime  thriller,  Tony’s  proteges 
squeaked  by  Platteville  Teachers  64-62.  The 
see-saw  game  was  knotted  up  58  all  at  the 
end  of  the  regulation  game  period.  Milt 
Hood  and  John  Busch  kept  the  score  tied  in 
the  extra  period  when  with  five  seconds  on 
the  clock,  Hood  hit  from  the  side  to  cap 
the  Dubuque  victory.

Buena  Vista  fell  57-46,  as  Dale  Schasker 
broke  a school  record  with  16  free  throws, 
12  coming  consecutively. 

Westmar  then  shattered  the  U’s  four-game 
winning  streak  by  taking  a 72-59  tilt. 

Conference  Champion  Wartburg  won  a 
hard  fought  tussel  on  their  home  court  63-57. 

Next  Iowa  Wesleyan  kept  the  skids  greased 
by  registering  a 82-76  triumph.  A1  Bottoms 
canned  20  points  in  the  lost  cause. 

Back  on  the  victory  trail,  Dubuque  started 
another  four  game  streak  by  breezing  by 
Platteville  Tech  again,  this  time  70-57.  Simp- 
son bowed  57-44. 

Behind  39-37  at  halftime  against  Upper 
Iowa,  the  Blue  and  White  rallied  after  the  in- 
termission to  notch  a 73-59  win. 

With  twin  scoring  giants.  Bill  Beid  and 
Dale  Schasker  pacing  a red-hot  attack,  Du- 
buque skipped  by  Parsons  82-75.  Reid  hit 
eight  of  his  first  11  shots  and  Schasker  made 


two  more  school  records  by  dialing  16  baskct.s 
and  three  free  throws  for  35  points. 

Iowa  Wesleyan  threw  a road  block  into 
the  U’s  victory  string  by  taking  a 73-53  ball 
game.  Key  men  Schasker  and  Dewey  Feuer- 
helm  fouled  out  in  the  final  minutes  of  play 
as  Luther  won  52-50. 

League  leading  Central  fell  to  a fired-up 
Spartan  cage  crew  66-64  in  a nip  and  tuck 
clash.  Trailing  by  8 to  10  points  through 
most  of  the  first  period,  Dubuque  closed  the 
gap  to  33-30  at  the  half. 

The  lead  had  changed  hands  several  times 
in  the  closing  minutes  when  Dick  Purcell  tied 
the  count  with  a free  throw  64  up,  with  only 
seconds  left  to  play. 

Purcell’s  second  attempt  was  short,  but 
Reid  snatched  the  rebound  and  dropped  in 
the  winning  goal  as  the  buzzer  sounded.  Reid 
also  had  his  best  scoring  night  with  27  points. 
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Shrewd  teamwork  and  also  fine  shooting 
sparked  the  U’s  63-50  defeat  of  Simpson. 
When  Schasker  suffered  a leg  injury  early  in 
the  second  half  after  sinking  eight  straight 
shots,  Feuerhelm  capably  filled  in,  swishing 
five  baskets  and  a free  throw. 

It  was  a case  of  too  much  Bob  Adix  when 
Wartburg  invaded  McCormick  gym  to  take 
a 88-63  game.  After  holding  the  Knights  to 
39-33  at  halftime,  Dubuque  was  unable  to 
cope  with  Adix,  Conference  scoring  champ, 
who  hit  for  34  points. 

Next  Simpson  threw  a scare  into  Dubuque 
on  the  Redmen’s  home  court  before  going 
down  55-54.  Central  held  the  upper  hand 
in  their  return  engagement,  shooting  .450  to 
post  a 67-43  Dutch  victory. 

After  trouncing  Upper  Iowa  86-61,  the  U 
cagemen  wound  up  the  season  dropping  tilts 
to  Parsons  71-64,  and  Luther  76-63.  Busch 
tied  with  Reid  for  high  point  position  in  the 
finale  by  canning  16  markers.

Establishing  themselves  as  the  top  small  col- 
lege track  team  in  the  Midwest,  as  well  as  one 
of  the  best  in  the  country,  the  University  of 
Dubuque  thinclads  have  not  lost  an  outdoor 
dual  meet  since  1947.  For  the  second  straight 
year,  the  Blue  and  White  won  Division  II  of 
the  Naperville  Indoor  Relays  over  14  other  Mid- 
west Schools  representing  five  states.  They 
topped  the  field  at  the  Coe  Relays,  winning  5 
first  places  and  6 other  places. 

At  the  Iowa  Teachers  Relays  the  UD  cinder- 
men  placed  nine  men.  Capturing  gold  belt 
buckles  in  the  Drake  Relays,  the  male  quartet 
set  a Relays  record  with  a 3:23.3  clocking.  The 
half-mile  relay  team  also  won  at  Drake  for  a 
new  Dubuque  mark.  Running  against  the  na- 
tion’s best  timber-toppers,  Keith  Holmes  placed 
third  in  the  low  hurdles  university  and  college 
division. 

Most  of  the  Spartans’  best  performances  were 
made  against  the  rugged  field  in  the  Elmhurst 
Invitational.  Dubuque  finished  third,  ahead  of 
Loyola,  Wabash,  Beloit,  Illinois  Tech,  and 
Washington. 

In  dual  meets  Luthers  lost  90  7/12  to  40  5/12, 
and  Augustana  bowed  100  to  31.  ISTC  nipped 
the  U team  52  to  48  indoors  early  in  the  season. 

At  the  1954  Iowa  Conference  finals  held  on 
Chalmers  Field,  Dubuque  capped  a banner  sea- 


son with  its  fourth  straight  title.  Canadian  Ivan 
“Satch”  Livingstone  led  the  Spartans  in  scor- 
ing with  67  1/2  markers.  Satch  won  the  con- 
ference 100  and  220  yard  dashes,  tying  the 
school  record  in  both.  He  also  anchored  the 
record-smashing  mile  relay  team. 

Satch,  Ray  Bley,  Arnie  Ziegler,  and  Dudley 
Millen  were  four  key  senior  runners.  All  were 
members  of  the  U’s  crack  relay  teams  that  won 
at  Drake.  Millen  also  picked  up  points  run- 
ning the  middle  distances.  Ziegler  set  two  loop 
marks  in  the  440  and  880  yard  runs.  During  the 
course  of  the  season,  the  Mercermen  broke  or 
tied  ten  records.

Though  several  key  relay  men  were  lost  through 
graduation,  Dubuque  thinclads  have  almost  as 
much  potential  as  last  year. 

Paradoxically  enough,  the  Spartan’s  reputation 
has  turned  against  them.  This  season  as  well  as 
last.  Coach  Moco  Mercer  has  had  a difficult  time 
scheduling  opponents.  Only  three  schools,  Luther, 
Augustana,  and  Upper  Iowa  would  have  any  part 
of  the  U in  a dual.  Many  of  the  larger  schools 
that  refused  to  schedule  Moc’s  proteges  had  three 
to  five  times  the  enrollment  of  Dubuque. 

In  the  field  events,  the  U is  stronger  than  in 
’54  because  of  an  added  year  of  experience.  Duty, 
Rice,  Turnbull,  Melchert,  and  Harbrecht  have  re- 
turned to  give  Dubuque  a well-balanced  unit. 

In  the  first  meet  of  the  season,  the  Naperville 
Relays,  the  Spartans  snuck  away  with  a third  place. 
Capturing  medals  for  the  U were  Turnbull,  broad 
jumper,  leaping  22'  8";  Norm  Stenzel,  freshman 
star,  placing  third  and  fourth  in  the  high  and  low 
hurdles  respectively;  and  George  French,  ace  dis- 
tant man,  taking  second  place  in  the  mile.  Dick 
Duty  placed  third  in  the  shot  put  and  Warren 
Melchert  tied  for  third  in  the  pole  vault.
